Women are still excluded from Illl- 
nois juries, but Cook county, fent-) 
handedly accepting the Inevitable, has 
made a gallant gesture by providing} 
accommodations for prospective wom- 
en jurors in the ‘new Criminal court 
building at 26th street and California 
avenue. County commissioners headed 
by Anton Cermak, president, remarked 
on this feature yesterday as they in- 


spected the building and the new jail.! . 


Bedrooms and toilet facilities for 
feminine veniremen, however, repre: 
sent only one of numerous innova | 
in the $7,500,000 jail and court build- 
ing which will probably be ready for 
occupancy about Nov. 1. Eric EB. 
Hall, architect, piloted the inspecting 
party yesterday and pointed out the 
new features. 

Numerous and Roomy Cells. 

Those upon whom the county of 
Cook sees fit to impose its hospitality 
may in the future expect somewhat 
than in the present 
jail at Dearborn street and Austin 
avenue, the commissioners learned as 
they strolled up and down the aisles 
of the light and airy cellhouses. A 
total of 1,400 single cells are included 
in the new jail. 

The arrangement of the cells re- 
duces the number of guards to a min- 
imum. From.a central position a 
guard can see the door of every cell 
in his tier. He has at hand, also, a 
system of switches by which he can 
either one or all or any 
com n of cells by manipulating 
a few levers. 

When visitors see the prisoners, 
they will be able to converse with /. 
them through panels of shatter proof 
glass instead of through the white/ 
barred screens of the present jail. 

Barred windows have been elimi- 
nated in all except the first floor of 
the new jail, because the cells are 
separated from the outside wall by a

PARIS.—Lieut. Col. Henry of the 
French army, who was one of the 
principal accusers of Capt. Dreyfus, 
killed himself tonight, twenty-four 
hours after his arrest for forgery and 
perjury, by cutting his throat with a 
razor. He had confessed that he haJ 
forged some of the letters upon which 
Capt. Dreyfus was convicted. Henry 
admitted to the minister of war that 
his testimony in the Zola-Dreyfus 
trials was false. The confession was 
so complete that it viriually upsets 
the entire case against Dreyfus, who 
was acuused of being in the pay cf 
the German army. A pew trial for 
Dreytus is practically assured. Count 
Esterhazy, another of Dreyfus’ ac- 
cusers, will be retired from the army 
on account of the scandal.

The proposed plan; as outlined by 
Mr, Stewart, strikes directly at the 
source of the evils in the old rule by 
classifying all players and by elminat- 
ing the player-writer clause, storm

Suggest Three Divisions. — 

Under Mr. Stewart's plan all play- 
ers will be divided into three clagsifi- 
cations as follows: 

Simon pure amateurs. This class 
| #e will embody the great mans of 
players who compete merely for the 
enjoyment they derive from the game, 
and who do not devote the major por- 
tion of their time to the business of 
playing tennis. 

Semi-professional or commercial- 
ized amateur -class. This group 
will comprise the nation’s outstanding 
players who devote most of their time 
to tournament tennis during the sum- 
mer months, but who receive no cash 
consideration directly from their as 
sociation with tennis by teaching the 
game or competing for cash prizes. 
The removal of the player-writer re- 
striction, however, willl. enable those 
players to write for publication orf ten- 
nis, including articles on tournaments 
in which they are competing.
